UAW Offers

DETROIT, Dec. 10.—(4)—The 
Ford Motor Co. and the CIO 
United Auto Workers 
their negotiating agenda Monday 
for a discussion of the 30 per cent 
wage increase demand.

Army, Navy Order 
Atomic Bomb Test 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(UP)—The Army and the Navy re- 
vealed Monday night that planning is under way for the experiment 


which may hold the fate of the battleship as a future instrument of

DETROIT, Dec. 10.—(#)—Gen- 
eral Motors announced Monday 
termination of its contract with 
the United Auto Workers (CIO) 
in the midst of their renewed ne- 
gotiations and as 213,000 GM 
workers spent their 20th straight 
day in the union’s strike against 
the firm. 

The contract was not due to ex- 
pire until April 28. 

Earlier Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach had urged General 
Motors and the union to make an 
early settlement in the interests 
of Ameriea’s “economic life.” He 
made his plea in a press confer- 
ence. 

Schwellenbach, while insisting 
he would make no direct effort 
himself to intervene in the wage 
fight, told « press conference it 
was “extremely important” that 
the strike be ended in view of the 
auto industry’s influence on the 
nation’s economics. 

Secretary Schwellenbach re- 
plied with a vigorous “no, sir” 
when asked if the government 
would seize General Motors 
plants in event negotiations failed. 

He told questioners the govern- 
ment had the seizure power under

The Governor issued his statement after The Atlanta Constitu-

The Constitution, following up its suggestion, said in a front- 
page editorial Monday the legislature could help by creating an 


emergency housing authority. 


This authority, the newspaper said,. could be self-liquidating. 
It could obtain temporary housing facilities from the government 


and rent them. 


The Governor told reporters that the state constitution forbids 
the state going into the housing business, and added: 

“Who would buy bonds for construction or removal of tem- 
porary houses which last only two or three years. 
move the houses if we could find them? 


And who would pay the bills? 


be the cause, the state is powerless to act.” 
The housing problem, he said, is one for the federal government 


and local communities to solve. 


The Constitution’s editorial said there were 4,000 returning 
veterans in Atlanta desiring homes. 

The Governor, however, said he had received more complaints 
from returning veterans because they could not buy an automobile 
than because they could not find a home. 

“Many of them say they could have a job if they could find 


a car,” the Governor said. 


“I can do nothing about that, nor can the state. It is the same

The name of Arnall, who re- 
peatedly has denounced the Bul- 
winkle bill as an effort on the 
part of the railroads to sabotage 
Georgia’s suit, was brought fre- 
quently into house debate which 
preceded the voting on the meas- 
ure, according to an Associated 
Press story. His letter to the 
House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee, in which the Governor 
protested against “favoring mo- 
nopolies by tearing down the anti- 
trust laws of the nation,” was 
mentioned in the discussion. 

The various proponents argued 
that railroads would be unable to 
arrive at rate schedules unless they 
could confer without danger of an- 
ti-trust prosecution. 

TARVER FLAYS BILL 

Rep, Tarver, Georgia’s represen- 
tative from the seventh district, 
flayed the bill, declaring it would 
“cut the ground from under” ef- 
forts of the south and west to get 
relief from “rate discrimination.” 
He contended the legislation would 
absolve. the railroads now involv- 
ed in Georgia’s anti-trust suit as 
well as those concerned in a simi- 
lar suit brought by the VU. S. De- 
partment of Justice in Lincoln, 
Nebraska. 

The roll call showed Georgians 
voting as follows: Against, Brown, 
Camp, Gibson, Peterson, Pace, Tar- 
ver, For, Cox, Ramspeck.

Capt. Reynolds said the slay- 
er’s printed message showed pe- 
culiarities including use of “M” 
for “N” in the word “cannot” and 
that the “K’s’”’ were incompletely 
formed and the bottom of the 
“T’s” curled backwards. He de- 
clined to speculate whether this 
might serve as a clue.

Former Sailor Says 
He Found Atlantan’s 
Missing Automobile 


Federal authorities today were 
untangling what is believed to be 
a skein in the mysterious disap- 
pearance of Harry W, Williamson, 
Atlantan, who was last seen No- 


vember 19. 

Discovery of the automobile in 
which the missing man left Ath- 
ens, Ga., for a drive to Atlanta 
which was never completed, and 
arrest of a 22-year-old former sail- 
or from Bishop, Ga., in possession 
of the mystery car, was announced 
late yesterday afternoon by A. I. 
Means, acting special agent in 
charge of the Atlanta FBI of.- 
fice. 

Means Said authorities were 
questioning William Hillman Year- 
wood, of Bishop, following his 
arrest in Gray, Ga., Sunday. 
CHARGED WITH THEFT 

Yearwood, according to FBI 
agents, was driving the 1941 
Dodge sedan owned by William. 
son, in which the Atlantan dis- 
appeared. 

The Bishop man, who is charged 
with automobile theft and trans- 
porting a stolen car across state 
lines, had been detained earlier 
by .he Louisiana state police: in 
Leesville, La. FBI agents, on the 
lookout for Yearwood, following 
word from Louisiana authorities, 
arrestea him in Gray. 

Yearwood, according to Means, 
on being accosted in Gray, first 
denied his identity, giving the 
alias of “W. H. Marshall.” Later 
he admitted he was Yearwood and 
told the FBI that he “found” the 
car parked on the highway ap- 
proximately eight miles west of 
Athens on the Atlanta highway 
on Nov. 17. 

Williamson’ disappeared in his 
automobile two days following the 
date Yearwood claims to have 
found the car, Means said. 
STORY 

Yearwood told investigating au- 
thorities he had “found” the car 
after he caught a ride with an un- 
known individual and had been 
“put out” of the other man’s car 
on the highway. He said that 
Williamson’s autemobile was park- 
ed on the side of the road with 
the keys in it. 

Yearwood is lodged in the Bibb 
county jail jn Macon. 

According to FBI agents, he re- 
cently received a “bad conduct” 
discharge from the Navy.

The Atlantan, who was southern 
manager of Charles Scribner's 
Sons, was last seen at 7 p. m. on 
Nov. 19, when he left the home 
of B. M. Grier, superintendent. of 
Clarke county schools, at Athens. 


His wife and friends, shortly 
after his disappearance, appealed 
to police for help and expressed 
the fear that he had been the vic- 
tim of foul play. A widespread 
search by police and state patrols 
has been under way in five south- 
eastern states.

His 
parents are reported to have said 
that Yearwood, who had been liv-

‘Roaring 20's on Way Back, 
J. Edgar Hoover Warns U.S. 


IAMI BEACH, Fla., Dec. 10. 
(/ . Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
nation’s G-men, predicted Monday 
that unless strict precautions are 
taken “the racketeers, the over- 
lords, the desperadoes and the 
criminal scum who characterized 
the Roaring Twenties will come 
back to the American scene.” 

To a large extent, Hoover 
blamed youth and the laxity of 
parents for what he termed the 
rising tide of serious criminality 


sweeping the country. 


“The firing has stopped on the 
battlefront, but it is being re- 
sumed on the homefront,” he said, 
in an address at the 52d annual 
meeting of the International Asso- 
ciation of Chiefs of Police. 

“Lawlessness has taken on such 
proportions as to startle the imag- 
ination. The crime waves pro- 
claimed in the daily press are not 
imaginary. They are real, they 
are bloody. If anything, the press 
is guilty of understatement rather 
than overstatement.” 


Hoover cited figures showing 
that “serious” crime had increased 
19 per cent in October this year 
over the same month last year, 
and the “more serious” crimes 
showed an increase of 32 per cent 
more murders, 38 per cent more 
auto thefts, 38 per cent more rob- 
beries, 11 per cent more lar-| 
cenies and 26 per cent more bur-|

RULE BOSS ERRED IN ASKING PAY HIKE 
FOR MEN WITHOUT UNION’S OKAY 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(#)—The supreme court ruled 
5 to 3 Monday that it was unfair labor practice for an employer 
to ask authority to raise wages of employes without dealing 
through their certified union which he did not recognize. 


The ruling was against the Famous-Barr Company, a St. Louis 


department store with 4,500 employes. 


It applied to the War 


Labor Board to raise nearly all its workers $2 a week. This in- 
cluded 40 bushelmen, members of a CIO union. 

The court said unanimously that the company should have 
recognized the union as bargaining agent. But there agreement 


ended. 


The majority opinion by Justice Reed held that the com- 
panys action “interferes with the right of self-organization by 
emphasizing to the employes that there is no necessity for the 
collective bargaining agent.”” He was joined by Justices Burton, 


Black, Douglas and Murphy.

‘Peace on Earth, Good Will to Men’ 


No greater Christmas present could 
come to the world than one which lies 
within the possibilities of the conference 
of the three foreign ministers which begins 
in Moscow this week. 


There can be no world peace except the 
three great powers agree. 


That is the one, inescapable fact. 


Their first meeting ended in failure. 
That was disappointing, but not entirely 
unexpected. 


There will be no getting away from 
power politics until we have learned how 
to walk in the ways of peace. We have 
made the first start in the history of man- 
kind with the United Nations’ charter. It 
was, of course, a compromise. It had to be, 
our idealistic desires to the contrary not- 
withstanding. It was a start and no nation 
is likely to break away from it. 


This meeting will be held in Saviet 
Russia. Russia, too, has her isolationists 
and her baiters of the United States. There 
are many Russians openly suspicious of us 
and hostile to us exactly as there are in 
this country many suspicious of, and hos- 
tile to, Russia. 


We believe in the purity of our own 
motives and are shocked when others 
don’t, failing to recognize other nations, 


The U. S.-British Airways 


Greatest current obstacle to congres- 
sional approval of the proposed multi-bil- 
lion dollar loan to Great Britain now seems 
to stem from indignation over the British 
refusal to allow Pan American Airways to 
cut its transatlantic rates. Also it again 
brings to the fore in congress the problem 
of a federally recognized “chosen instru- 
ment” as opposed to the usual “free enter- 
prise,” or competitive system. 


Faced with new competition, Pan Am 
slashed its fare for flights to London to 
$275 per passenger. The line was flying 
five flights per week. 


> 


Britain promptly reduced Pan Amer- 
ican’s landing permits to two per week. 
Agreement now has been reached whereby 
Pan American, under protest, raises its 
fares to $375 plus tax, and the five flights 
will be resumed. Britain stood firmly for 
an international agreement on fares for 
international travel. Britain, with a “cho- 
sen instrument,” their own national line, 
is at present operating one flight per week, 
using three fairly obsolete flying boats. 


Immediately, Sen. Pat McCarran, Dem- 
ocrat, Nevada, introduced into congress a 
bill requiring the Civil Aeronautics Board 
to set up a single, federally chartered in- 
ternational airline. His point is that if this 
nation relies on a number of competing 
carriers, the foreign nations, each of which 
has a single, state company, will play each 
of the independent companies against the 
other to the detriment of American avia- 
tion generally. He denies any one com- 


too, consider their motives reasonable and 
pure. 


In this field, Mark Ethridge, publisher 
of the Louisville Courier-Journal, who 
went to the Balkans and to Russia as a 
special State Department representative, 
has returned. He has not made public his 
report, but it is said to contain the state- 
ment there is no real barrier to under- 
standing with Russia.

McCarran stands forth as an advocate of 
contraction of, air transport. He would be 
better advised to back the effort of our 
government to bring about expansion. This 
can be done not only by encouraging com- 
petition but also by backing the govern- 
ment in persuading other governments to 
liberalize their air transport policies. Rates 
and schedules require definitive agree- 
ments with other countries, and these 
agreements cannot be avoided because 
these other countries own the ports of en- 
try for our air lines. We can’t fly any place, 
any time.” 


The First 
Winter Hog Killing 


I remember how he would sniff the cold 
winds, which always smelled of woodsmoke 
because the cold seemed to keep the smoke 

low in the air. He would study the winds and the skies and finally 
there would be a day when he would say, “I think it’s just right. 
Looks like tomorrow will blow up perfect hog-killing weather.” 

When he said that I went and got one of the straight kitchen 
chairs and put it by the fireplace in the dining room. I climbed on it 
and took down the old squirrel rifle with the brass decorations on 
the stock and the brass snap-cover for the built-in container where 
the percussion caps were kept. I took down, too, the old leather 
pouch which went way back into the mountain history of Tennessee, 
as did the rifle. 

In that pouch was strip lead and the little mold for bullets. I 
can see that kitchen yet, and smell the fresh bread, woodsmoke of 
it. There was a small iron ladle for melting the lead and I can feel 
excitement yet, watching the lead slowly soften and turn into glis- 
tening liquid. 

It was possible, waiting there for it to melt, feeling the play of 
the fire across your face, to imagine the house as a blockhouse with 
Indians lurking outside, waiting for dusk to attack. And you were 
melting bullets against the attack; the fire played across your face 
and the wind sounded outside. It was a fine, satisfying experience 
to pour the lead, resting the mold on firewood in the big box by the 
stove so it would not splash on your feet should you spill it. The 
bullets came out round and smooth save for the little fault where 
the neck of the mold had been. That had to be trimmed off smooth 
with a knife. 

My uncle always shot his hogs, using a light charge of powder 
in the old Squirrel rifle that my great-grandfather had brought there 


when he settled on the river. 

There was plenty else to do that afternoon 
Pepper and Sage and night. The tremendous iron pots, each 
almost large enough to hold a huge hog and big enough for a 
medium one, were scrubbed out. 
In the kitchen there was much mixing of pepper and “season- 
od for the sausage. The sausage grinder was cleaned and made 
ready. 

By. dawn the fires were going under the pots and new-cut small 
trees were placed in front crotch to crotch of near-by trees from 
which to swing the hogs. 

There was not much squealing from the pens. ‘That is why my 
uncle used the old squirrel rifle. There was just the thin crack of 
it and then another, and so on until all the huge, ponderous, grunt- 
ing animals were still forms with the bullet hole between their eyes. 

Then came the part I never liked, the smell of the scalding and 
the scraping and the hot warm smell as the hogs were hoisted up 
and the great tubs of entrails smoking in the cold blowing air. 
There was the hurry of tending the fires to keep the water hot 
and a great bustle of labor. 

By late afternoon the cutting up and the rendering of lard 
would begin. I can see the bubbling iron pots yet with the crack- 
lings floating to the top, to be skimmed off by the small boys who 
used new shingles or long-handled spoons for the taking of them. 

There was salt to be rubbed into the hams and shoulders: there 
were spareribs to be cut and backbone. It is difficult to get real 
backbone today. 

The grinding of the sausage was something else. It was work, 
but to see it come out of the grinder, pink and white, was exciting. 
My grandmother supervised the mix€ng of the seasoning and the 
stuffing of sausage in long muslin sacks, especially sewed for the 
occasion. Because some of the sausage was to be smoked. 

There was “souse meat” to be made and cracklings to be packed. 
There were two or three busy days of it and then it was over with 
perhaps a second and final killing later in the year. But the first 
one was “the” killing. 


I doubt if there is a finer breakfast than fresh 
Pork and Eggs pork loin or chops broiled-:and served with 
scrambled eggs and hot biscuits and preserves. There may be, but 
I doubt it. 

I doubt, too, if there is any pork sausage like that any more, ex- 
cept at hog killings. It had pepper and some sage in it. Fried and 
served with eggs and biscuits and a cream gravy which showed 
the red bits of pepper in its creamy whiteness—I remember that, 
too. It put heart in a boy to eat that and go out into the cold, It 
stuck to his ribs and comforted him. 

The spareribs cooked with kraut from the barrel on the back 
porch, or with turnip greens, and served for supper with crackling 
bread and cold buttermilk have been celebrated in song and story, 
and I think, justly so. 

We had days of this eating after the annual “killing days.” 

I think of them every time the real winds of winter come and the 
days grow bitter with cold; the smoke hanging low on the ground 
and the grass heavy with morning frost. I can smell the woodsmoke 
and the cooking pots and hear the thin crack of the rifle and remem- 
ber faces and voices that are gone. The freezer locker and modern 
methods are superior, except for purposes of memory, but I’m just 
as glad to have the memories.

When the husband went, several days ahead of the due date, to 
pay thé rent for December, the rental agency wouldn’t accept the 
money. He went twice, the second time with a witness. But they 
wouldn’t take his money either time. 

Now they have received a notice to vacate for nonpayment of 
rent. 

They appealed to the OPA. And there they were told there 
was nothing that could be done for them. 

There is, literally, no place for that mother, her three children 
and her sick husband to go. You tell me what they can do. I 
recommended a visit to a lawyer but doubt if they will solve their 


préblem that way. 

The other story is of the wife of a service 
The Other Story man who will be home for Christmas. He 
is coming from the Pacific. They own their home. But, during 
the war years, with him away, the wife rented the home and moved 
into a boarding house, herself. 3 

That boarding house is so crowded she is sharing one room with 
two other women. : 

She expected to be back in their own home, with her husband, 
for Christmas. But the tenants won’t move. She, too, appealed 
to OPA. And was told there was no way to get the tenants out 
in less than six months. 

Now, what I want to know is, why the six-month non-eviction 
regulation doesn’t apply to the first case, above, if it does to the 
second? Such a rule should work both ways, or not at all. 

I asked the OPA how come? The answer is involved. But the 
basic trouble seems to be Georgia law, which is terribly tough on 

the tenants. :

tion to meet the current strike situation repre 

sents merely an extension of the principles of the existing Railway

Railroad Experience hoods, perhaps the most powerful labor 
union in the country, joined with the carriers in urging passage 
of similar legislation. It was, in fact, passed, and it has seemed 
to work. 

Mr. Murray’s charges about the President’s action being an ab- 
ject surrender to arrogant industrialists fall of their own weight in 
the face of this fact. 

Obviously the CIO chief has overreached himself in the ex- 
pletives he uses. The publie just cannot be sold a bill of goods 
of that kind. Neither can organized labor. 

Labor only weakens its position when one of its recognized lead- 
ers goes off half cocked in a manner like this. The merit of its 
cause is stained by the general smear. Knowing that part of the com- 
plaint made is false, the public will be inclined to discount every- 
thing Mr. Murray says That is the penalty of exaggeration. 

There is much to what the CiO head contends about the swollen 
profits of industry. Industry, all of the surveys indicate, has done 
very well during the prosperous war years. Perhaps a fair share 
of these profits has not been distributed to labor. 

But Mr. Murray makes the wrong approach to correcting the 
conditions he complains of by making a personal attack on the 
motives of the President. 


Public Opiniog How the country stands on the issue raised 


seems to be demonstrated well enough in 
the editorial comment provoked by the Truman message and the 
ensuing Murray blast. It has been overwhelmingly in support of 
the President. 

What labor has been slow to realize is that the country is tiring 
of the continuous repetition of strikes which halt the flow of much- 
needed peace goods. There is a danger of the strike situation being 
aggravated to the point where public irritation will cause labor to 
lose many of its real friends. 

Mr. Truman has asked only for the appointment of fact-finding 
boards to develop the facts in any threatened labor dispute involving 
a key industry. If labor is being denied a fair share of the profits, 
the boards would be charged with responsibility for finding out, 
If excessive demands are being made on industry for wage in- 
creases, this should also be made known. 

And what is mare reasonable than proposing that strikes be 
forbidden for a period of 30 days—a cooling off process—while the 
fact-finding investigations are being made? 

The public has a right to demand that esséntial reconversion 
processes not be hampered by strikes. Mr. Truman, it would seem, 
has merely recommended a legitimate step in that direction. There 
is nothing injurious to labor or industry in what he proposes.

Finding 
A Few Facts 


NEW YORK.—Without any yell- 
ing or pounding of the table, let 
us examine some matters involved 
in the dispute between the CIO 
and heavy industry from an ob- 
jective point of view. 

Our trouble is that we have 
cluttered our minds with misin- 
formation and superstition. We 
believe so many things that are 
not so. 

Now, for example, Ford has ask- 
ed the United Auto Workers to 
give a legal undertaking, backed 
by financial responsibility, to in- 
demnify the company in breach 
of contract. The company must 
obey its agreements or suffer pen- 
alties. Ford proposes that, to bal- 
ance the equation, the union agree 
to pay Ford $5 a day for each day 
missed by each worker in so-call- 
ed wild-cat strikes which often 
are not irresponsible strikes at all 
but real union strikes, managed 
by word-of-mouth orders from the 
union executives which leave no 
record and thus permit the execu- 
tives to disavow them, In any 
case, the damage is done by 
breach of contract. 

Except as to the particular form 
of the Ford proposal, this is not 
a new idea. It is inherent in most 
business contracts. It has been 
agreed to and operated success- 
fully in a number of union agree- 
ments. The alarmed reaction of 
the U. A. W., however, might give 
the public an impression that 
er here had thought up a slick 
trick. 


ANOTHER FACT that we have 
lost to view is that Ford, or any 
other employer, may sue a union 
for breach of contract under our 
present laws.

But unions right now 
can be sued not only for breach 
of contract but for libel, both in 
scurrilous statements of their of.- 
ficials in the heat of controversy 
and in their official publications. 
The explanation of the loose def- 
amations uttered by these men 
and the published scurrilities, lies 
in the fact that the injured par- 
ties simply have forgotten their 
rights. They have come to believe 
that unions are immune’ to all 
laws and penalties whereas their 
real immunities, outrageous as 
they certainly are, nevertheless 
exist only in certain definitely 
bounded areas. Damages may not 
be recovered for boycotts and ex- 
clusions of goods if a union is act- 
ing solely in its own interest. We 
got that dictum by inference from 
Felix Frankfurter in the infamous 
opinion in the carpenters’ case, 
and a new law will be necessary 
to revoke it and impose on unions 
criminal and financial responsi- 
bility for violations of the anti-, 
trust law. However, when a un- 
ion combines with one group of 
industrial employers to exclude 
the products of other employers 
from certain markets, the victims 
may sue and recover. That is the 
basis of a large suit now pending 
against Local 3 of the AFL elec- 
tricians’ union in New York. 

In the General Motors dispute, 
the company was asked tc show 
its books and permit the union 
to fix prices of automobiles to the 
public and limit profits. 


A REASONABLE ANSWER to 
that would be a counter-demand 
for access to the union’s accounts 
and a stipulation by General Mo- 
tors that the union’s dues and fees 
be regulated by the company, and 
that its collections, or profits, 
must not exceed some figure 
which the company deemed to be 
sufficient. 

This may have a startling sound 
but, if so, that just shows how 
one-sided our thinking has been. 


| Here are two giants of equal size. 


The union is powerful enough to 
tie up the company and has 
money to spare for political cam- 
paigns in support of candidates 
hostile to private ownership and 
management, The company is 
big and strong enough to lock up 
and sit out a strike but it is for- 
bidden by law to contribute to po- 
litical funds and even to express 
a political preference to the 
workers. 

It is entirely reasonable, then, 
that the company should demand 
a reciprocal right, under contract, 
to watch the union’s books and 
equalize their position by regulat- 
ing its collections and limiting its 
wealth. Just as the union argues 
that the public must pay any in- 
crease in the price of automobiles, 
the company may argue that dues 
and treasury reserves of unions 
likewise are paid, in the end, by 
the publia, as part of the wages 
which are so large a portion of 
the cost. 

Some of the union executives, 
notably Philip Murray, have ac- 
cused the companies of a sit-down 
strike. Admitting this, for the 
sake of argument, why not? The 
sit-down strike was introduced in 
this country, from France, by the 
CIO and has been defended by 
the CIO as a fair weapon in its 
own hands. 


AND, FINALLY, the auto work- 
ers’ executives pounced on a state- 
ment, perhaps unguarded, by Gen- 
eral Motors, that unless it could 
create parts for other manufac- 
turers, the entire automobile in- 
dustry must close. This, the un- 
ion said, was an admission that 
General Motors was a monopoly. 
That is a plausible touch. 

But, going another step, the un- 
ion admits that it is a higher and 
more powerful monopoly when it 
boasts that it has closed down the 
monopolistic company. 

These are just some obscured 
and forgotten realities, rediscov- 
ered, dusted off and presented in 
the interests of intelligent under- 
standing.

Parents Often 
To Blame for 
Naughty Babies 


By LETTICE LEE STREETT. 


Many parents ‘have trouble 
raising their children and make 
all kinds of complaint about their 
babies’ naughtiness, resistance to 
food, crying or poor sleeping 
habits. Alack and alas, the fault 
is seldom with a healthy baby; it 
lies in faulty methods of upbring- 
ing. 

It is not a bit hard to train the 
average, healthy infant to accept 
a regular feeding schedule. In 
fact, babies love regularity and 
thrive on it. But this schedule 
must be started.at once and a 
mother should continue with it 
when she returns home from the 
hospital. The daily routine pre- 
scribed by the doctor, whether it 
ic a three or four-hour schedule, 
ix not given to mother just be. 
cause the doctor cannot think of 
anything to talk about! His words 
are not idle chatter, but Gre 
sound advice as to how to raise 
as sturdy a baby as possible. 


Nor do I tell you mothers all 
this lightly. I could not be more 
grim and serious about urging you 
to realize that if you do not follow 
your doctor’s advice (and you 
should take your infant to a 
pediatrician once a month until 
the baby is a year old), miserable 
days may be ahead for you both. 

Here are some basic, general 
feeding rules: 

1. A pediatrician is the only 
person who should prescribe your 
baby’s formula, additions to diet 
and increases in formula. 

2. Do not wean your baby or 
give him additional feedings 
without the doctor’s permission. 

3. Every baby should be 
weaned from the bottle or breast 
at one year. 

4. Never give a baby milk or 
food in the middle of the night. 
He may be offered boiled, tepid 
water, if he is restless. 


| 


5. Follow the feeding schedule. | 
Remember that you may adjust it | 


to fit your home routine, 
whatever hours are chosen, stick 
to them. Do not vary the times 
of feedings.

6. Never give a baby food be- 


tween feedings. 


7. Never feed a baby just be- 
Cause he is crying. 


8. An infant should not be fed | 
while lying in his crib. Hold him | 


in your arms in a comfortable po- 
sition, his head elevated, whether 
he is a breast or bottle-fed baby. 

9. Never let him feed himself. 
No baby should be allowed to 
hold the bottle alone. | 

10. A little baby should not be 
allowed to sleep during feedings, 
ror should he stay at the breast 
or bottle for too long a time. 

11. Exercise the most strict care 


in the preparation of the formula | 


_and in_ sterilizing all 
used for milk, water and orange 
juice. Wash the hands before 
feeding the baby and clean the 
breasts before nursing. 

12. Feeding time should 
happy time with no hurry, 
lound noises and n> scolding 
urging. Sucking is the baby’s 
rreatest joy and to be held lov- 
ingly will make him feel con- 
tented and happy. 


Babies six to eight months 
old often develop feeding prob- 
lems.

CANDIED PEEL 

Peel from 3 large yellow oranges 

1-2 teaspoon salt 

1-2 cup honey 

1-2 cup sugar 

1-2 cup water 

Cut peel in thin strips, cover 
with water, add salt and boil half 
an hour. Drain. Cover again .with 
water and boil until peel is tender, 
but not soft. Drain. Mix sugar, 
honey and the half cup of water 
and bring to a boil. Add peel and 
cook at moderate to low tempera- 
ture so that peel will absorb most 
of the syrup. Cool. Drain, and 
spread out on rack or waxed paper 
to dry. Put small amount of sugar 
in a paper bag, add a few pieces 
of peel at a time and shake to coat 
with sugar, if desired. To keep 
peel moist, store in a covered box 
or jar. 


To make whole shells, cut top 
from oranges and grapefruit of 
good size and color. Remove fruit 
and membranes, leaving shell 
whole. Make syrup as indicated 


as much in order to cover shells 
completely. Follow directions for | 
making peel. | 


QUICK MARMALADE (Sugarless) | 

Cover dried apricots with hot| 
water and let stand about 5 min- 
utes.

ILeewood Shaw Chats of Life 
Withthe Red Cross Overseas 


Attractive Leewood Shaw and her mother, Mrs. C. Richard 
Shaw, of Quincy, Fla., are spending several days at the Georgian 
Terrace while they try to combat the madding crowds and do a bit 
of Christmas shopping. Leewood is a former Atlantan, having 
lived for a while at the Terrace while she pursued her art studies. 
She is just back from overseas, having returned in October after 
spending a year with the American Red Cross in England, Scot- 
land, France and Germany. According to this delightful blonde, 
blue-eyed Floridian, those were months chocked full of excitement 
and busy hours. 

When Leewood sailed in September, 1944, she was first as- 
signed to a B-17 base in England. Later she went to Scotland, 
where she was with the ATC, at Prestwick, the largest airport in 
Scotland, where American planes land in 14 hours after taking 
olf from New York. From Scotland, Leewood was sent to southern 
England, where she served doughnuts from a clubmobile to six 
hospitals. 

The last and most interesting assignment was to “Lucky Strike,” 
which is a released prisoners’ camp near Le Havre, France, to 
which Americans came directly after being liberated. Leewood told 
Sally that serving doughnuts to prisoners was prohibited by gov- 
ernment officials, and only eggnog, hot chocolate and coffee were 
allowed, since one prisoner, who had practically starved in a camp, 
ate 36 doughhuts at a sitting and died. “Lucky Strike” is one of 
a number of tent camps located near Le Havre bearing cigaret 
names, others being called “Camel,” “Twenty Grand,” “Old Gold,” 
“Chesterfield,” etc: 

Leewood had a marvelous tin, spending a vacation at the 
Provencal hotel at Cannes, which is the rest center where all of 
the women personnel of the Red Cross, WACs and officers in the 
Army spend their holidays. No insignia nor uniforms were worn, 
and the food was superb, for it was prepared by French chefs. She 
got a glimpse of Morite Carlo, though she was not allowed inside. 
It was in Cannes that a member of the French underground move- 
ment wrote a hit tune, “Symphonie,” which seems to be sweeping 
Europe like the popular German marching song, “Lili Marlene,” 
which was played by every GI band and sung by all American 
troops. Leewod can’t understand why “Symphonie” hasn’t become 
an American favorite ere this, for she says it’s a beautiful air, but 
she thinks it will gradually trickle in, for she’s heard it several 
times over the air since her return... 

Her last assignment, before sailing on the Alexander for home, 
was with a clubmobile unit attached to the 29th Infantry Division 
at the colorful summer resort, Bremen, Germany, where she and 
her associates lived in the lap of luxury. It was a vast contrast 
from. tents to palatial summer homes, formerly occupied by high- 
ranking Nazi officials. There was swimming and sailing and horse- 
back riding and the six girls, who lived together, had two maids 
to take care of their personal needs. 

Leewood brought home some exquisite pieces of Dresden, Royal 
Worcester and Sevres, and several handsome antique silver pieces. 
When asked how she escaped an affair de coeur in such a romantic 
atmosphere, she smiled and said, “I am one of the humiliated 10 
per cent Red Cross: girls. You see, 90 per cent were married 
overseas.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—(?)— 
The United States Military Acad- 
emy’s mighty football team placed 
five of its players on the Asso- 
ciated Press 1945 All-American 
eleven announced today. It was 
the fimt time in the history of 
these selections that so many 
players from one team had been 
honored in this fashion. 

Selection of three linemen and 
two ball carriers from Coach Col. 
Earl Blaik’s team not only set a 
precedent numerically but in the 
ease of the ball carriers—Glenn 
Davis of Claremont, Calif., and 
Felix (Doc) Blanchard of Bishop- 
ville, S. C.—it represented the 
first time since the first Associat- 
ed Press team was chosen in 1925 
that backfield teammates - were 
selected two consecutive years. 

Army linemen named to the 
team with Blanchard and Davis 
were John Green of Shelbyville, 
Ky., team captain and guard, and 
the Cadet tackles, Albert Nemetz 
of Prince George, Va. and DeWitt 
Coulter of Fort Worth, Tex. 

The nearest thing approaching 
Army’s domination this year hap- 
pened first in 1925 when three 
Dartmouth players, halfback 
Andy (Swede) Oberlander, tackle 
Mike Tully and guard Carl Diehl, 
were chosen. Five years later 
three members of the late Knute 
Rockne’s last and immortal eleven 
were named—quarterback Frank 
Carideo, halfback Marchmont

It means that Chandler cannot 
veto legislation passed by the mi- 
nors although he can ask for re- 
consideration of it. 

However, if the minors vote for 
the legislation again after recon- 
sidering it, Chandler is hopeless 
to block it, although Landis once 
had the power. 

Chandler, when informed of the 
owners’ action, said “I had not ex- 
pected this, but I maintain that 
I still have the same power with 
which Mr. Landis ruled.” He will 
make his first appearance of the 
meeting at the joint sessions of 
the two leagues Wednesday. 

Chandler. still has the power 
to fine or bar organizations or 
individuals whose conduct he 
terms “detrimental to baseball” 
but he does not have his former 
control over legislation.
